"Tho laanifesto seems to reflect confidence in Russia's mij.itai-y and political st’-ongth 
1 ( 0 -th® present situation and her determination to provoke at least a limited revolution in ^ 
before any peace negotiations. It could serve equally well as cover for a sr.y.arate 
.ppi^ce liotween the Soviet and a militarist regime :m Germany or for a f ar-reach'.ng 'pegrara of 
ej«rttual invasion and Bolshevization,’' But this unilateral move does not necessar.ily mean 
Russia is determined to pursue a "lone vrolf" policy towards Germany, Vdiabe/er Russian 
inl-eations.

"The political implications of this manifesto are not only far-roacaing from the Sovic
